in soapy water fo dissolye the gum and remder
the thread pliablo and elasticc.  The skeins
are slipped upon octagonal wicker “'Swift
reols, s dogen or morve of which revolve on an
axis fastened in the legs of sach table, A
thread from ench rm-l-qtr'in passes upward
over a smooth wetnl or glass rod, fixed on the
Interal edge of the table, to its revolving hob-
bin, upon which it is wonnd. After this pro-
cosst the thrend is guidad between the con-
tignovs  edges - of two  sharp  steel
knives, reseinbling HeisRONS, which
cleanse it of  gummy  Inmps  and
clinging waste, to another bobbin, This pro.
ces peoasions conkiderable waste.  The finer
pud more regnla threads are now taken for
making organzines, which are the warps of
woven gm-hu. Coarser thrends are taken for
trams or wools., The most inferior are nsed
for the mannfacture of sowing silks. TLoose
and broken ends are corded like eotton and
spun into floss fin' embroidery,  The twisting
or “throwing” process is done by passing the
thread of raw silk from an apright bottom
through the eye of ncmned wire flyor, which
rapidly spins with the top of the ||u|||u|.;|‘ to
recoiving  bobhins revolving above, I'his
thrend is eulled o *'single, " and for organzines
receives from 17 1 twists 1o the. inch,
Organzines or troms are matle by twisting
together two of fheso [\\"l..'il!'l.] l]lajt'u-lu. in_nn
u]nlmsiiv direction (o the former single Lwist,
ot the rate of from ten to seventeen turns to
the inch; the two threads having previonsly
been wound parallel upon ona bobbin,  Op-
ganzines tight twisting to induce
strength and  elasticity. A swing of two
twists to the inch sometimes saves ftive cents
to the ]\-u‘lH'll] in the Inbor, bat may
ocension greater loss in weaving. Two or
three threads of a raw silk twisted loosely two
to four times to the inchis tram, shute, or
woof. In weaving, the woof has little or no
strain upon it, and it fills up the warp better
I’}' being =oft and loose, The twiat in silk
threads is set by dampening and drying. Skein
sewing silk is wade of three to ten threads
twisted together, and two of these Iatter
doubled. Hewing machine silk is trebly
twisted. Button-hole twist the
smane, with n tighter twist. TPwists
in the » thrends of sewing
silks are ten {o fifteen to the inch: and the
doubled, eight to twelve. The organzines
are reeled into skeins of one or two thovsand
yvards each, eave being taken to make them of
the exact ]r"{l;_;i b, ns that l'l!lllllili'-'ll with their
weight determives the gnality of the goods to
be woven. The American sewing silk machine
is a great improvement over the old-fashioned
machine,. By the ald of a few girls, the
former at once donbles and twists the silk,
and reels it into skeins of equal length: and it
tarns out 125 ponnds a The cost of
throwing vaw silk into organzines is #1 to
#5 per pound. a great proportion of that
going to labor. ‘Trams cost less, Afler
\\'eigs:ing. the threads go to the dyer, who
is eharged with the weight: also with the
number of skeins.  As the manufactnrer
knows how wineh of each color should be ye-
turned, little frand or ervor can happen, Up
to the time the silk oes to the dyer thereis a
luss of three to nive per eent, from cleaning,
Lreaking, ete. It {m-'u.u. from eighteen to
twenty-five per cent. of weight in dyeing by
the boiling off of the worm gum, which is
made np greatly by surcharging with sugay or
dye. In the dye-honse the silk skeinsave tied
to prevent tangling. and boiled for four or
five hours in conrse linen bags, by which the
hempy colors attein a lnstre. Yellowish eolors
are “‘connterncted” to a pure white by the use
of a little blue dye, This white dyeing costs
60 gents a pound-—less than any other calor,
(O white colors the manufacturer receives
back from the dyer 12 onnces for every
pound. The aniline or bright colors
cost F1°50 to %550 o pound todye, The light
greens are the most expensive. They also
retun 12 ounces to the lu,nmti. ”‘:;.:lt colors
are cheapened in the weight by the addition
of three ounces of sagar to 12 of silk.  Drabs
aud slates are dyed with snmae, at a cost of a
dollar a ponnd, and veturm 1 | ounces.  Blacks
are dyed with nitrale of iron and cuteh, and
also logwood, a Lluish shade, espacially for
velvets, being desivable,  Blue-blacks retnrn
14 ounces; plain blacks the full comffement,
losses being compensated by sarcharging,
Burcharging can be carried to the extent of
irebling the weight of the silk., Afterdyeing,
the skeins ave dried on bars in a cloge steameadd
room, and then lustred by passing over Lot
eylinders, Sewing.silk is softened by wring-
ing, and tied into «keins forsale. Trams and
organzines are then rewonnd npon bobhbins,
anud again rewonnd to give a proper tension
to the thread before weaving.
Prescor Condition and Prospects,

the same city, make this season 3000 yands
of knotted fringes. and 2500 yards of bullion
fringes per day, driving the foreign goods ont
of the market, Thoe processes of friniming-
manufaeture arve too intricate and tedions for
popular deseription.

At Schenec
tady, Troy, and Yonkers ave also several
mills, Paterson is the headquarters of the
tyade, and containg 15 factories, The ope-
ratives ave mostly childven of mechanies, the
majority of them girls, who earn from #1 to
*7 n weeks In the trimming and weaving
mills skilled operatives, bronght from Lyons,
receive as much as #15 a week for pice
work during the spring season, and girls
trained to the labor earn =0 and %10 a
week.

Protection Neededd,

The enthusipsm with which manufactarery
are enteving into broad-weaving, which is just
now springing up with promise, presages the
future course of the trade.  They say, *‘Give
ne protection, and we ave siafe.” However
selfish they may be the wish, the resalts to
labor remmin mmaltered.  Redace them to
free-trade, and three millions of silk capital
in Paterson alone will big annihilated. Beside
this, more thun three thonsand silk operatives
in that l'i?)‘ will be reduced to |1|r;_:g_:.|.1'_1,',
Three hundred of these, by the demoralization
of idleness, will seek lives of prostitution in
New York, Two handred move, from the
desperation of idleness, will follow in their
fuotsteps, The farmer's Innds and cw T will
consequently  decrease in  valuoe. Phivty
thousand people, in that single city, who de
pend, however unconscionsly, wapon
operatives, will sell : to themn when
they ave seattered, and will have no money
with which to purchase French silks, We
have advanced to that succeess under moderato
pruteciion, whence we cannot, must not pe-
cede, Even with the protection we have, the
navy of DBritain and the avmy of Napoleon
are less formidable to our national life than
the orgaunization of weavers at Leeds and
Lyouns and 8t, Etienne, Not long ngo it was
discovered—not by the customs ofticers, hut
by watchful manufactnrers—that foreign im-

jorters were sending to their agents here haol-
fu\v blocks of ribbons, with a plece ontside
which prid daty, and a piece inside which
paid mone.
